The trinls and. triumphs ex- 
perfenced ‘by Miss F.C, Woo, 
M.B.E,, in the course of a mfasion 
te America: and Canida by which 
she raised the sum of G$66,000 on 
behalf of her achool (St. Paul's 
Girls) in Hongkong, were related 
by this intrepid missioner at yes- 
terday's “At Home,” given by the 
President and Committee to mem- 
bers of the Victoria Diocesan und 
Missionary Association, and thelr 
friends. 


Despite the _.discouraying 
weather, there was a Very large 
attendance, and great biterust was 
digplayed in Mias Woo's informal 
addreas, ' 


In introducing the spenker,, the 
Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Victoria 
(Rey. C. Ro Duppuy), who pre- 
sided and was supported by Rev. 
N. V¥.  Halward | (Bishop's 
Chaplain) and Mr. P. S. Cassidy, 
expressed his thanks to those who 
had broved the elements and at- 
tended to support their effort that 
afternoon. They were alao very 
thankful to Mrs. Black,: who was 
their “Hospitable Secretary,” for 
her excellent arrangements. It 
wna encouraging to note that dur- 
ing the last two montha the mem- 
bership of the Diocesan Associh- 
tion had increased by 47, and they 
were now only three short of a 
total membership of 300, He re- 
minded the gathering of the aima 
of the Association, and announced 
that they were organising a bix 
exhibition to be eld in November. 
They wanted every member to get 
behind ft and make itt) a bumper 
Auccess. a 


They were extremely grateful 
to have Miss Woo with them, He 
had discovered that Miss Woo was 
a third generation Christian, her 
Mreat-grandfather having: been 
a Christian, as owns her grand: 
father, and was disinherited for it, 
whilst both her parents were of 
the Christian faith. Miss Woo 
had received part of her education 
nt Cheltenham Girls’ College, and 
had also recetved the M.BAE. de- 
coratlon for her educational work 
here in Hongkong, thus ranking 28 
the only Chinese Jady with this 
decoration. She had just return- 
ed from a very remarkable piece 
of work, visiting the U.S.A., and 
Canada, and securing $200,000 on 
behalf of her school in Hongkong. 


Miss Woo's Address, 


Misn Woo told interestingly of 
her 26 months in America and 
Canada, during which time she 
visited 72 cities and rnised 
G$65,000. 


She had first to raise $20,000 
for the trip. Her-xirls came to 
her help and from thetr parents 
and friends raiscd $6,000, whilst 
she was able to raise a further 
$14,000 without being asked for 
security. She left Hongkony in 
August 1928, and when she ar- 
rived In New York she found 
things anything but smooth, Her 
brother-in-law who’ was to have 
met her had been called away to 
Europe, and she later discovered 
that no Chinese was able to ap- 
peal for money there unless re- 
commended by the Chinese Bene- 
volent Society. She thought all 
the doors would be closed to her. 
She'found a very anti-Chinese and 
anti-Hongkony feeling there, and 
wan told that‘ already five people 
had been raising money.- 


Thanks, however, to a fetter of 
introduction from the Bishop of 
Hongkong she was able to meet 
Dr, John Wood, and the first thing 
he did) was to invite her to the 
triennial meeting of the 
‘Episcopal Chureh of America, 
She accepted the invitation and 
had nevey been so thankful for 
having been given such an’ op- 
portunity. She was inspired and. 
encouraged, ‘becnuse there were 
so many things which impressed 
her deeply.

on April 13 at about 6.a.m., he was 


at the junction of Taipo and Laf 
Chi Kok Roads with two Chinese 
revenue officers.

who was seated on the bags, jumped 
over the aide of the Jorry and over

_ Mr, Chan Pick-chuen sald that 
in presenting its views to the 
Currency Mission. the ‘Chamber 
muat first acnd circular Ietters to 
all Chinese firms and members In- 
viting them to give evidence ta the 
Chamber. The low price of silver 
and the most uncertain fluctuation 
of it was a great obstacle to pro- 
per trade and until stabilization 
Was reached the Chinese commer- 
cial community would continue to 
be hampered. 


Other members contended that 
all membera of the Chamber could 
be invited to give their evidences, 
which would be translate! into 
English for the consideration of 
the Currency Mission. : 


Mr, Ho’ Kwong thought’ that 
there being #0 many members in 
the Chamber it would be exceed: 
ingly dificult to get n representa- 
tive opinion. 


Mr, M. K. Lo, thought jt unwise 
to translate the numerous letters 
representing the views of the 
varfous individual members con 
sidering the difficulty of the Cur- 
reney Mission in finding from 
them the exact views of the Chin- 
ese Chamber. He considered that 
the Chinese Chamber 
the Mission an unanimous opinion

WONDERFUL HEROISM OF TWO 
TRAPPED YOUTHS. 


ALL NIGHT IN DEBRIS. 


ROUGHT TO DISASTER by treacherous rains 
which scoured away the foundations of the 
embankment, the K.C.R. train which left Shumchun at 
4.39 p.m. yesterday was completely wrecked forty 
minutes later just before entering a tunnel two miles 
from Shatin Station. 

Eleven bodies have already been extricated from the 
wreckage, and there is grave reason to fear that other 
victims will be found, undoubtedly dreadfully mangled, 
in the ruins of the third coach, which was so amazingly 
telescoped that it: now occupies a space of little more 
than six fect. 


The appearance of this carriage defies description. 


. The ‘others escaped more easily, principally because 


they are of steel, while the scene of the gravest 
casualties Was a wooden coach, ; 

There was no suspicion of possible damage to the 
line to those abourd the train. ‘The engine was proceed.
